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Despite this indication of general support we must voice 
our concern with regard to the definition and statements referring 
to "restricted" universities. I believe that the public is well 
aware of the growth and development of this University, not only 
in terms of numbers of students, but in the quality and extension 
of its work. We, too, have been building a total strategy with 
regard to our role and function as a university. This strategy has 
foreseen for some years the gradual introduction of a modest pro- 
gramme of graduate studies. The reasoning behind this development 
was based on two major premises: 

1. That the primary undergraduate programme of the University 
would be enhanced by the presence of graduate students and 
that professors would be stimulated by the opportunity to 
be associated with advanced studies. This stimulation 
would contribute to enriched teaching at the undergraduate 
level. Indeed, it would be almost impossible to procure, 
or to keep in the University and the Province of Quebec, 
first class and highly-qualified teaching personnel unless 
the opportunity to participate in graduate work were avail- 
able. 

2. That there were certain appropriate areas of advanced studies, 
not generally provided for in other graduate schools, that 
this University was particularly suited to offer. I cite 
here, as examples, the fields of education and teacher 
training, art education and: advanced work in the fine arts, 


and the whole area of the social sciences, social welfare,

recreational leadership, guidance and counselling, etc. 

With these major purposes in mind we have been for several 
years actively studying the introduction of graduate work. Following 
this careful and continuous consideration we had actually prepared 
announcements that four specific graduate programmes would be of fered 
in the next academic year of 1965-66. It is urgent that consideration 
be given to these plans and that the term "restricted" be modified to 
permit us to do so. 

I wonder if what I have been stating does not suggest a 
new approach to the designation of the universities of the Province 
of Quebec? Instead of using the term "restricted", which I am 
sure will be considered "second-class", may we reach some agreement 
with regard to areas of responsibility that might be allotted to 
the universities of the Province. I do not believe that we would 
have any objection to recognizing that Laval University, the University 
of Montreal and McGill University should be regarded as more comprehen- 
sive institutions offering a wide range of graduate work. Perhaps the 
term "restricted" might be applied in the sense that the "restricted" 
universities would be able to proceed to offer graduate work in cer- 
tain areas that are appropriate, necessary and in great demand. In 
general I resist the use of the term "restricted", as I believe it 
is contradictory to the meaning of the word "university". 

The above suggestion of mine would, I believe, be in 
agreement with recommendation 130 of the Report which states, "We 
recommend that the universities and the Department of Education 
take all necessary measures to assure the development of studies 
beyond the bachelor's degree. 

There are other comments which I would wish to make at 


some future time with regard to other recommendations of the Report. 


We would wish to applaud the positive support of the provision of 
guidance services to students; this is a field in which this Uni- 
versity has been a pioneer. The programme of enrichment for uni- 
versity libraries, as suggested by recommendation 134, is urgent- 
ly needed and we welcome this highly necessary action. In regard 
to the recommendations relating to the training of teachers we are 
anxious to be considered as an important institution for such 
development. Our continuing relationship with teachers makes it 
apparent that this University could take an important part in the 


field of teacher training.
